regulations and guidance. The State of Wisconsin's federaliy-approvad ai pollution control
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definition of “non-road engine.” Under CAA Section 302¢x), a stationary source 1s defimed as
‘...any source of an air poHutant except those emissions resulting directly from an internal
combustion engine for fransportation purposes or from a nonroad engine or nonroad vehicle as
defined in section 2167 As stated, the two exceptions from the definition of a stationary source
are (1) direct emissions from mmfernal combustion engme used for transportation purposes; and
(2) direct exnissions from & non-road engine or pon-road vehicle. The CAA defines “on-road
engine” as an “internal combustion engime that is not used in a motor vehicle or a vehicie used
solely for competition, or that 18 not subject to standards pwmuf rated under section 7411 of this
title or section 7521 of this title.” Additionally, EPA s regulations for highway, stationary. and
non-road programs, found in Title 40 of the Code of Federal Regulations part 1008, defines
“pon-road engine” as an internal combustion engice that meets the following critena:

1y Ttis (or will be used) in or on a piece of equipment that 18 setf-propelled or serves a dual
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purpose of both propeliing iiself and performing another function (such as garden tractors
ofT-highway mobile cranes and bulldozersy;

23 Itis {or will be} used in or on a piece of equipment that is intended to be propelled while
performing its function (such as lawn mowers and string trimmers™;

33 By #self or in or on a piece of equipment, it 1s portable or fransportable, meaning
designed to be and cable of being carried or moved from one location fo anather.
Examples of iramporta‘m1ty include, but are not limited to, wheels, skids, canying
handles, dolly, trailer. or platform.

However, the reguiations go on 1o specify that an infernal combustion enginie 18 not a nonroad
engine 1f it meets any of the following critena:

1y The engine is used 1o propel a motor vehicle, an aireraft, or equipment used solely for
compention,

2} The engine is regulated under 40 CFR part 60, (or otherwise regulated by a foderal New
Scurce Performance Standard promulgated under section 111 of the Clean Air Act (42

15.C. 741 1)y Note that this eriterion dees not apply for engines meeting any of the
criteria of paragraph {1} of this definition that are voluntanly certified under 46 CFR part
6. :

3} The engine otherwise included in paragraph (3) above remains or will remain al a
location for more than 12 consecutive months or a shorter period of time for an engine
located at a seasonal source. A Jocation is any single site at a building, structure, faciiity,
or installation. For any engine (or engines) that replaces an engine at a location and that is
intended to perform the same or similar function as the engine replaced, include the bme
period of both engines in calculating the consecutive time period. An engine located al a
seasonal source is an engine that remains at a seasonal source during the full annual
operating period of the seasonal sowrce. A seasonal source is a stationary source hat
remains in & single location on a permanent basis {i.e., at least two vears) and thai
operates at that single location approximately three months (or more} each year See
§1068 .31 for provisions that apply il the engine s removed from (e location,

A stated earlier, the WDNR wiill ultiz v be the authority that determines whether these



emisstons can be excluded from stafionary source regulation and peroiting. We note that while
these emissions may not be subject to stationary source penmitiing, unless otherwise preempted
by CAA Section 209, the WENR refains the authority to use other weans to control pollution
from these sources should the State have a need to in the future. These include but may not be
himited to the following: “in-use™ regulavens (regujanons approved into the state implementation
plan to control emmssions from in-use mobile sources), e, limits on hours of eperation or fuel
use®. and indivect source review programs (regulations or programs designed 1o control emissions
from indirect sources), i.e.. controliing mobile source emissions from a parking garage’.

We will continue to work closely with the WDNR if they have any questions regarding our
recommendation during thelr permitting process, or belicve that there is additional information
which would impact their final permitting decision.
